GROWTH OF THE DENOMINATION,

Yrials of the Early Congregations and Their
Pastors.

CHURCH DIRECTORY AND STATISTICS.

To the Baptist denominsation belongs the
bonor ol claiming the first Protestant
church in Allegheny county. It wasor-
ganized in 1773 and known as Peters Creek
Baptist Church. The first Baptist church
in Pittsburg was the Fourth Avenue Bap-
tist, organised in1812. Only a little band
they mude, six families all toid, not msking,
in npumbers,  more than 12, Tike
other pioneer churches they bad =i
fint no regular pince of meet-
ing. The first public place was
& ball over ashop on old Finth svenue.
Atter a time s lot was secured on the corner
of Grant and Third avenue. This one-ltori[
frsme building was bat 30240 feet in d
mmensions, and does not much resemble the
wpacious building in which the Fourth ave-
nue congregution now meet to worship.

The first pastor of the church was Rev.
Edward Jones. He continued pastor for
two or three years and was succeeded by
Rev. Mr. Newcomb, from New England,
whose pastorste covered two years.  He
then went from Pittsburg to New York.
The pext pastorate was assumed by Rev.
John Davis in 1818, He came from En-
gland and wae for years a devoted and
popular pastor. With these changes the
charch had made

of history, and sdded to its members
untili the 312 had become 96. The
church had been regularly constituted up
to this time, but did not receive a charter
until October of 1822, In "2 the Rev.
Samuel Williams was called to be the pas-
tor. He began hiz work on the second Sab-
bath of May, 1827, His salary was $300) per
supum, and he was pastor for 28 years.
There had been & bresk between the

1825 and 1827, but under the superv

and care of this devoted putorthechmh
was gathered aguin into its own meeting
house, the frame building on the corner of
Graunt street and Third avenue.

In 1833 a plain brick bmlding took the
pisee of the frame, costing $1,000. This
was destroved by fire in 1845, Im a very
short time another buoilding was erected st
& cost of §8,000, afterward occupied by the
Hebrews. The church added greatly to her
membership doring the years of Mr. Will-

inms' postorste, He was & flnent writer,
lud did battle for the doctrines of his
church by pen as well as by personal effort
and the practieal word of the gospel. Dar-
fng his postorate he was instramental in
the organization of six other churches,

CHUTRCH GROWTH.

The church continued to grow in mem-
bers sod influence The changes were like
:gaw’:'tlch :o!lE‘: in the wsk:l of any

urch history anges were made in pas-
tors and new churches were formed. In
June, 1868, the old site on Grant street
and Third avenue was sold to the Uni-
versalists for $10,000, und lots on the cormer
of Fourth avenue and Ross streets were se-
cored. Ou Sunday morning, February 24,
1867, the chapel of the commodious Fourth
church was dedicated. Atterward the First
Baptist Church of this city wss known as
the Fourth avenne piist Church.
In the weantime two new churches ware or-
ganized. Thus the chiurch began its work
in the suburbs that the denomination might
have opportunity to grow as the city in-
ereased in its territory and populstion.

In September of 1874 the corner-stone of
the Fourth Avenue Baptist Church was
laid, and in 1876 the great strueture was
mdv for occupancy. It is mot completely
furnished and fivished, and is one of the
large churches of the eity. Its miscionary
work has not been a small part in its career,
for throughout the city this church has
planted its mission churches, many of which
bave grown to be influcstial and inde-
peadent eburches,

THE FIRST MISSION

was establisbed ouly 14 years after the
lanting of the First Church. It was in
826 that seven of her children deparied to
form the Welsh Church. Its first pastor
was Jacob Morris. In 1835 15 members of
the Fourth Avenue Church were dismissed
by letier to aid in forming the Sandusky
Strect Baptist Chureh, ormllzlrfhenv

This church commemorsted its filtieth
anniversary in March, 1885, Its first pastor
was Rev. William Shadrach. e WS Euc-
ceeded in 1838 by Rev. John E. Thomas,
whe eame to labor smong the people as an
evangelist.. He was afterward called to the
pastorate of the Baptist Church, in Alle.
gheny. Like the original Fourth Chnreh,
for years there was no regular churck build
lng. but the church worshiped for a time
over & carpenter shop on Park way, and

of the present park grounds—it was not un-
til as lute 5 1842 and 1843 that steps were
taken to erect the present building—smid
some discourngements the work went on,
wrvmg for some years the burden of debl
but this debt was lifted alter the m.nor-te
of Bev.

From
this ohurch grew the Nixon street
Church, organized March 12, 1867, and
aguin 16 were dismissed in 1808 to unite
with others in forming the first colored
church of Allegheny county.

The South .ﬁwbmg Church was formed
in 1848. The Mount Washington was nl-

most, if not wholly, orgavised by members
from the First; so that in 1812 when one
Baptist church in Pi tisburg represented the
Baptist Church in this city with member-
ship of 12, to-day there are 18 churches with

mwembership of 3,500.
